SWAT THE FLY AND SWAT HARD 


The weather has not been too cool to prevent the fly 


from emerging from his winter retreat and become an ac- 
tive agent in spreading disease germs. The advance 
heralds of the fly army are here and they are spying out 
the filthy spots in the town upon which the army will 
camp through the long summer months, foraging from 
the filth trenches into the homes ot the citizens. 


If the people of Clearfield desire to prevent the multi- 


plication of flies and to lessen the danger of having conta- 
gious and infctioub diseases become epidemic in the town 
they will swat the fly that is here now and reduce the 
number of flies which otherwise will make their appear- 
ance later.

The weather has not been too cool to prevent the fly
